In China they..seeam to do 
everything differently, and the 
‘knowledge of this fact keeps one 
from being unduly aurprised when 
a startling paradox is encounter- 
ed..

OUR EQUITABLE LAW. 


No Harsh Ruling in Special 
Cases. 

We received a letter to-dey 
from “ A Sympathetic Teacher" 
with reference to the case of a 
Chiaese who jumped into the 
harbour with bis wife last Friday, 
apparently in accordance with a 
death pact. It will be-recalled that 
this incideot resulted in e gallant 
rescue’ by two Europeans. The 
woman'did not recover, but ber 
husband did, and he was taken 
into police custody. .The couple 
had come down to Hongkong 
from Canton with two children, a 
girl of about 20 and s younger boy. 
Our correspondent seems concern- 
ed about the welfare of these 
children, but he need not worry, 
as they have returned with their 
father to Canton, the man-having 
been released. 

_Intarviewed by a representative 
of the Telegraph to-day, the Attor- 
ney General, the Hon. Mr. J. H. 
Kemp, said that he had been asked 
if he had aay objection to the man 
being released, and-had replied 
that he had none. ,Personally, he 
thought it was.not a case for pro- 
secution: for murder, and had he 
beon actually asked for his advice 
as to whether tho man should’ be 
brought to-trial he would’ have 
advised that he be not charged.
